New Salary Schedule 


ee 

A new salary schedule, effective on 
Sept, 1st, 1947 was authorized by the 
board of trustees of tiie Bow Valley 
School Division at a special meeting 
held recently with the bargaining 
awent of the local Albefta Teachera 
Association, The schedule calls for u 
minimum salary of $1,300 with allow. 
ances for qualifications at the rate 
of $50 per university course, An al- 
lowance of $100 per year is also grant- 
ed for experience whether inside or 
outside the division, Principals re- 
ceive $75 per room for supervision 
dutics. A spevial clause also permits 
an allowance in recognition of heavy 
teaching loads or other special duties 
required of a teacher. 

At a previous session the ‘board ap- 
proved the rules and_ regulations 
drawn up in connection with two 
$300 scholarships offered to properly 
qualified candidates who intend to 
take the One Year Teacher Training 
Course and guarantee to teach in the 
Kow Valley School Division for a per- 
iod of three years after graduation, 
Prospective teachers who qualifiy, and 
who wish to take advantage of tho 
scholarships should communicate with 
the divisional secretary at the earliest 
date, High school principals have 
complete information, 

The report of the committee in- 
vestigating tuition fees of Bow Valley 
students attending Dana School in 
Standard was accepted. Satisfactory 
arrangements have now been made 
for such attendance during the com- 
ing academic year, 

The board is vonsidering the matier 
of installing fire extinguishers of the 
carbon dioxide type in all school 
rooms in the division, An excellent 
demonstration was given by Mr. EH. 
S. Keir showing the effectiveness of 
this type of extinguisher. 

An allowance of $200 per room to 
defray expenses in connection with 
track events was approved hy the 
board.

Even if you must eat all three meais 
a day in restaurants, you can - still 
select healthful foods, according to 
health authorities, They suggest that 
Canadians study cafe menus with 
health in mind and warn that, no 
matter how they are priced, too many 
sweet or starchy foods arn’t bargains 
in the long run. As a tip to eating 
out, the experts point to whole wheat 
rye or Canada Approved bread. These 
are necessary for health maintenance, 


An average farm family and 25 
head of stock require more than 
two tons of water per day. If this 
water is obtained from a well or 
cistern, the problem of pumping it 
is of considerable importance., On 
many farms the source of the water 
is at some distance from the house, 
and the task of keeping the house 
supplied is one of the main chores. 
There are a number of inexpensive 
emthods of ‘bringing water to the 
house. A supply tank may be con- 
structed from which water will flow 
by gravity to the faucets or a pres- 
sure tank can be obtained to forve 
water into the house. Some source 
of power s required, ‘Where an engine 
is used, it is a comparatively simple 
matter to build a stroage tank in the 
attic and pump water into it. From 
this point the water may be piped to 
the kitchen and bathroom, On many 
farms the windmill is used to pumvo 
water, and the resourceful farmer 
can easily devise ways and means of 
putting water into the house using 
the wind’s power. Elaborate faucets 
and fixtures are unnecessary but the 
presence of water in the house is 
not only a great iabor savor but will

The Refugee Problem 


MANY OF THE GRAVE PROBLEMS which resulted from the war are | 
still unsolved, and it is evident that it may be some time before satisfactory 
solutions have been found for all of them, One that is still causing consider- 
able concern is the finding of homes for the many thousands of displaced 
persons who are still in camps in various parts of Europe. At present there 
are between 600,000 and 700,000 people in such camps, and Sir Herbert 
Emerson, director-general of the inter-governmental committee on refugees 
has predicted that it will be at least three years before homes are found for 
all these people. Although such large numbers are still homeless, it is evi- 
dent that much progress has been made since the end of the war in dealing 
with this tragic and difficult problem, since the records show that 11,000,000 
refugees have already returned to their native countries,
